■«adC ^individually and eolleotiSftly. I ooafiraed for them 

what I regaled, had become obvious to them that the Albanian program 
was being cut back, that probably what we should aim fear at this point 
was continuing the radio and, depending on policy considerations , the 
leaflet program. At the same time, on the positive intelligence side, 
we should try to sharpen up th© interrogations . At the present time 
the Albania Unit is being run by the 4 above-mentioned individuals with 
the support of 6 Albanian agents* The question of continuing opera- 
tions on a reduced scale was discussed at length and it appeared that 
/ >ith the support of 2 indigenous interrogators . could carry on 

l ~the positive intelligence collection^ 'Jand(_ (pointed out 

that the flow of refugees from Albania has recently increased and that 
the type of refugees seems to be of a higher calibre than previously. 
They feel that freedom of movement within Albania has increased and 
that 22 refugees came out through Greece in April alone as opposed to 
50 for the whole year 1955. On the PP side the radio has consisted of 
4 transmissions daily on 2 frequencies with a change of theme twice a 
week. The prognosis for reception within Yugoslavia for this year 
and next year is that it would be unusually good from a technical stand- 
point* There is a staff of 3 indigenous agents working on the radio; 
however, 2 are ready to go to the U. S. and one is willing to stay on.
